Increase In the near future, prob- 
ably a sewer tax. 


New members of the Council sit- 


ting in last night were Roy Tay- 
lor, John Green and Olln Lewis. 


Tax Increase 
The• Health Department increase 


affects both commercial and resi- 
dential areas. Bui the bile Is not 
too large. The regular fiOc fee now 
being paid monthly was increased 
to $1.00 and downtown commercial 
Increases are based on the amount 
of trash hauled from each estab- 
lishment. 


Thus residential revenue increases 


is estimated at $15,0-12 
and com- 


mercial at $5,780, a total ,1i20,822'to 
come out of the taxpayers pockets. 


At the 
present time the city's 


estimate known revenue 
is $178,- 


235.03. Add
